100.  (1)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  what¬ 
soever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice 
clearly  and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and 
object  of  the  application,  and  when  the  applica¬ 
tion  refers  to  any  proposed  work,  indicating  suffi¬ 
ciently  the  location  of  the  work,  to  be  signed  by 
or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant. 

(2)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The 
British  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in  one 
leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating  in  all 
parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in  such  news¬ 
paper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of  each  week. 

(3)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a  nature 
that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or  more  elec¬ 
toral  districts,  the  notice  shall  furthermore  be 
published  once  a  week  if  possible  in  some  news¬ 
paper  in  every  electoral  district  affected,  or  if 
there  be  no  newspaper  published  therein,  then  in 
a  newspaper  published  in  the  electoral  district 
nearest  thereto.

Male  and  Female  Minimum  Wage  Order  No.  27  (1952) 


Occupation  of  Hairdressing 

PURSUANT  to  the  provisions  of  the  “Male  Minimum  Wage  Act”  and  the 
“  Female  Minimum  Wage  Act,”  the  Board  of  Industrial  Relations  hereby  orders: — 

1.  That  for  the  purposes  of  this  Order  the  following  expressions  shall  have  the 
following  meanings:  — 

“  Occupation  of  hairdressing  ”  means  the  work  of  persons  engaged  in  cutting, 
dressing,  dyeing,  tinting,  curling,  waving,  permanent  waving,  cleansing, 
bleaching,  or  other  work  upon  the  hair  of  any  person,  the  removal  of 
superfluous  hair,  and  all  work  in  connection  with  the  giving  of  facials  and 
scalp  treatments,  manicuring,  and  other  work  in  hairdressing  as  defined 
and  interpreted  in  the  “  Hairdressers  Act.”  It  shall  not  include  the  work 
of  any  person  the  duties  of  whose  occupation  or  profession  require  any 
act  of  hairdressing  to  be  performed  as  incidental  thereto,  nor  the  work  of 
barbers  as  defined  in  the  “  Barbers  Act  ”: 

“  Class  A  employee  ”  means  a  male  or  female  employee  whose  working-week 
consists  of  39  hours  or  more: 

“  Class  B  employee  ”  means  a  male  or  female  employee  whose  working-week 
consists  of  less  than  39  hours. 

2.  That  this  Order  shall  apply  to  every  employer  and  to  every  male  and  female 
employee  in  the  occupation  of  hairdressing,  except  employees  covered  by  another 
Order  of  the  Board  specifically  defining  their  work. 

3.  That  the  minimum  wage  for  employees  to  whom  this  Order  applies  shall  be 
as  provided  in  clauses  (a),  (/>),  and  (c)  of  this  section  and  sections  4,  5,  and  7  ( b ) 
of  this  Order: — 

(a)  Class  A  employees,  $25  per  week: 

( b )  Class  B  employees,  65  cents  per  hour: 

(c)  Employees  classified  under  section  7  of  the  “  Male  Minimum  Wage  Act  ” 
or  section  6  of  the  “  Female  Minimum  Wage  Act  ”  for  whose  employment 
permits  in  writing  are  issued  by  the  Board:  The  wage  or  rate  of  pay  pre¬ 
scribed  in  the  permit. 

4.  Overtime: — 

(n)  Time  and  one-half  of  the  employee’s  regular  rate  of  pay  for  all  hours 
worked  in  excess  of  8  in  the  day: 

(b)  Time  and  one-half  of  the  employee’s  regular  rate  of  pay  for  all  hours 
worked  in  excess  of  44  in  the  week  where  the  hours  worked  do  not  exceed 
8  in  any  one  day. 

This  clause  with  respect  to  overtime  rate  of  pay  shall  not  apply  to  employees 
working  under  arrangements  with  respect  to  hours  of  work  established  pursuant  to 
the  provisions  of  section  7  (a)  of  this  Order,  until  the  employee  has  completed  the 
hours  so  established. 

5.  An  employee  reporting  for  work  on  the  call  of  the  employer:  The  employ¬ 
ee’s  regular  rate  of  pay  for  the  entire  period  spent  at  the  place  of  work  in  response 
to  the  call,  with  a  minimum  of  2  hours’  pay  at  the  employee’s  regular  rate  if  the 
employee  does  not  commence  work  and  4  hours’  pay  at  the  employee’s  regular  rate 
if  the  employee  commences  work,  unless  by  written  permission  the  Board  varies 
this  provision  with  respect  to  the  daily  guarantee. 

6.  That,  except  as  provided  in  section  7  of  this  Order,  the  hours  of  work  of 
any  employee  shall  not  exceed  8  in  the  day  and  44  in  the  week. 

7.  Provisions  for  variance  of  hours  of  work: — 

(a)  The  Board  may,  by  written  authorization,  permit  the  limits  of  hours  of 
work  contained  in  section  6  of  this  Order  to  be  exceeded,  provided  the 
hours  of  work  so  authorized  are  not  inconsistent  with  the  “  Hours  of 
Work  Act  ”  and  regulations  thereunder: 

( b )  Where  the  Board  is  satisfied  that  extra  working-hours  are  necessary  to 
overcome  emergent  conditions  that  may  arise  from  time  to  time  and  that 
such  extra  working-hours  are  not  inimical  to  the  interests  of  the  employee, 
it  may,  by  written  authorization,  permit  the  working-hours  to  exceed  the 
limits  prescribed  in  section  6  of  this  Order.  The  minimum  wage  payable 
for  hours  worked  pursuant  to  such  written  authorization  shall  be  time  and 
one-half  the  employee’s  regular  rate  of  pay. 

8.  That  every  employer  shall,  at  least  as  often  as  semi-monthly,  pay  to  each  of 
his  employees  all  wages  and  salary  earned  by  the  employee  up  to  a  day  not  more 
than  8  days  prior  to  the  date  of  payment. 

9.  That,  notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  Order  11  (1949),  every  employee 
shall  be  given  at  least  one-half  hour  period  free  from  duty  each  day  between  the 
hours  of  11.30  o’clock  in  the  forenoon  and  1.30  o’clock  in  the  afternoon,  such 
period  free  from  duty  to  commence  not  later  than  1  o’clock. 

10.  That  every  employer  shall  post  and  keep  posted  in  a  conspicuous  place  in 
his  establishment,  so  that  all  employees  affected  thereby  may  have  ready  access  to 
and  see  the  same: — 

( a )  A  copy  of  this  Order: 

( b )  A  schedule  setting  out  the  daily  shifts  and  intervals  free  from  duty  of 
each  of  his  employees. 

11.  (1)  That  every  employer  shall  keep  in  his  establishment  a  true  and  correct 
record  in  the  English  language  of  the  wages  paid  to  and  hours  worked  each  day  by 
each  of  his  employees,  together  with  a  register  in  the  English  language  of  the  names, 
ages,  occupations,  and  residential  addresses  of  all  of  his  employees. 
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Records  to  be 
produced. 


Order  effective. 


(2)  That  every  employer  shall,  on  demand  of  the  Board  or  any  person  author¬ 
ized  in  writing  by  the  Board  or  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Board,  produce  for  inspec¬ 
tion  all  records  kept  by  him  relating  to  the  wages,  hours  of  labour,  or  conditions  of 
labour  and  employment  of  any  or  all  of  his  employees. 

12.  That  this  Order,  made  by  the  Board  at  Vancouver,  B.C.,  on  the  17th  day 
of  June,  1952,  shall  take  effect  on  the  4th  day  of  August,  1952. 

13.  That  Order  No.  27  (1947)  of  the  Board,  establishing  a  minimum  wage  in 
the  occupation  of  hairdressing,  dated  the  2nd  day  of  May,  1947,  is  hereby  rescinded. 

14.  That  General  Interim  Minimum  Wage  Order  (1946),  made  on  the  25th 
day  of  June,  1946,  shall  not  apply  to  employers  and  male  and  female  employees  in 
the  occupation  of  hairdressing  after  the  3rd  day  of  August,  1952.
